London, May 19. Dr. Juriew, Secretary of the 
Royal Society has publifhed his Account of the 
Succefs of innoculating the Small Pox for the Year 
1725-* The Refult of which our Readers will not 
be difpleafed to fee, as tis fumm’d up by himfelf 
at the End of his Book thus, viz. ' 

By the Account publifhed laft Year, the whole 
Number of Perfons who had then had the Sinal] Pox 
by Innoculation, was 481, 10 of which had been 
fufpected to have died of Innoculation ; and this Year 
we have three dead out of 143, that is in all 13 
out of 624, or one out.of 48, as we had determined 
the laft Year. 

The Doétor has alfoin this Pamphlet, publithed 
a Regifter of Perfons fickning of the Small Pox ia 
the natura] Way, and how many of them died, as 
communicated to him from different Places. The 
Foot of which Account for laft Year ftands thus - 
Sick of the Small Pox 17,151, of which died 2848.

From the St. Fames’s Evening Poff, May 19. 

Rome, May 4. His Holinefs has fent the Prince 
Ele@oral of Saxony the Sword he had confecrated 
on Chriftmafs-Eve, and the Golden Rofe, likewife 
confecrated to the Princefs his Confort. The Go- 
vernour of this City having fome Days ago fent for 
the Duke de Segni, Son to the Duke Sforza Cefari- 
nl, fignified tohim the Pope’s Order to be: confined 
Prifoner in the Caftle of St. Angelo, allowing him 
however, to go thither by himfelf, without any of 
the Sbirri; which he obeyed very foon after, and 
was immediately vifited by the chief Nobility in 
this City. They fay ’tis for having firft engaged 
his Word to Prince Rufpoli to marry his 2d Daugh- 
ter, and afterwards entring into a Contract to mar- 
ry Prince Givftiniani’s Daughter: But the Duke 
de 
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de Cefarini, his Father, having fince fhewed the a- 
forefaid Governor a Letter from Gardinal Cofcia, 
importing, That notwithftanding bis firft Engage- 
ment, the Duke de Segni may perform the laft Con- 
traét,. befides fome other Reafons in his Vindica- 
tion »the faid Duke was releafed from his Confine- 
ment Thurfday in the Evening. 

Venice, May 10. We hear from Verona, that the 
Couut d’Harach pafs’d lately thro’ there in his Way 
to Turin, where he goes in Quality of the Empe- 
ror’s Ambafflador. The Great Crown, a Firft rate 
Manof War, is fitting ovt with all poffible Dili- 
gence, to carry Sigr. Delfino, to Conftantinople, 
there to refide in quality of Ambaflador in Ordi- 
nary of this Republick. We continue to build in 
our Arfenal feveral Men of War, and tocaft a great 
Nomber of Cannon, among which there are two of 
3 new Invention, which will carry Ball of 500 Pound 
weight. The new Convoy which is to carry Am- 
munition to our Fleet, is ready for failing. 


Wye’s Letter, verbatim, May 21. 
Since our laft arrived a Holland Mail. 

‘THE Bill for more effectually preventing collufive 

Seizures of Goods, enaéts, That after Midfum- 
mer next, no Officer of the Cuftoms {hall be entit- 
led to any Reward given on the Seizure of fuch 
Goods, unlefs Notice be givento the next Officer 
of Excife where foch Goods are feized ,; who is to 
take an Account of the Species and Quantities of 
the fame; and fuch Goods fhall not be removed 
without a Permit from foch Officer of Excife, un- 
der the Penalty of fuch Goods being refeized, as 
forfeited by any Officer. 

And for preventing Frauds in entering Goods for 
Exportation, wherein there is no Drawback; It 
js enaéted, That all Officers fhall have Power to 
fearch any Cheft or cther Package on board any Ship. 
andin Cafe the Officers {hall find fuch Goods tobe 
of lefsin Value thanis exprefs’d in the Entry, or 
entered under a wrong Denomination, all fuach 
Goods fhall be forfeited and loft. That ifany Goods 
and Merchandizes, cc. which pay confiderable 
Duties, fhall be fhipped without-a Warrant or pre- 
fence ofan Officer; fuch.Goods fhal] be forfeited ; 
That no Drawback fhall be allowed for Tobacco and 
other Goods exported to the Ifle of Man after the 
24th of June next, and that no Goods but the 
Growth and Manufaéture of the Ifle of Man thall be 
brought from thence after the faid 24th June 1726 
under Forfeiture of the Ship, cc. and “every Per- 
fon taking any Goods out of fuch Veffel, thal] forfeit 








100 L,-or 6 Months Imprifonment ; and that if afty 
Merchant fhall after the 24th of June next enter any 
Foreign Goods for Exportation to Parts beyond the © 
Seas, other than the Ifle of Man, in order to obtain 
the Drawback, and fuch Goods hhall neverthelefs be 
cafried to the faid Ifland; in fuch Cafe the Exporter 
‘fhall forfeit the Drawback and treble the Value -of 
the Goods. 

The Advices from the North make no Mention 
of the Swedes having joined their Fleet to that of 
G. Britain, nor of their Acceffiontothe Treaty of 
Hanover. ‘On the contrary, ’tis argued, That the 
K. of Sweden having no Provinces or Countries out 
of Rurope, cannot enter into a Guarrantee for fuch 
Dominions; That by the Treaty of Hanover, the 
Tranquillity of Europe, which is the Bafis of the 
faid Treaty, may be difturbed on account of Com- 
merce, particularly in relation to a Defign formed 
againft the Oftend Company; in which his Majefty 
will not be concerned, any other Way than by Me- 
diation, to put an End to the Differences amica- 
bly. And on the other hand, his Majefty hopes the 
Allies of Hanover will endeavour to do thelike, in 
refpe& to the Reftitution of the Dominions of the 
Doke of Holfteia. 

"Tis affured, that the Spaniards have afually 
bought 10 Men of War of the Mufcovites, for the 
better convoying, as "tis conjeGtured, their Fleet 
from the W. Indfes ; but others believe it to be up- 
on fome other Defign. Mean time we hear, that 
the Prefs gangs and other Officers belonging to che 
Squadron defign’d for the Mediterranean, have Or- 
ders furthwith to repair onboard their refpective 
—_ a fufficient Number of Men having been pro. 
vided. 

They write from Dublin of the 4th Inft. That 
a Ship has been lately feized at Kellabeg near Sligo, 
having on board a great Quantity ef Gun-powder, 
feveral Chefts of Arms, fome Colours, Drums, &c. 
fufpeéted to be for fome fecret Service. 

Yefterday the Lords read the Bill relating to the 
forfeited Eftates in Scotland a aft Time; but de- 
ferred the 2d Reading thereof to Friday next, by 
reafon of a Claufe inferted therein, prolonging the 
Time, that oo Bail fhall be taken on account of 
Contraéts, ec. which their Lordhhips look upon as 
a Tack to a Money-Bill. 

The Lord Lechmere moved forthe Addrefs men-. 
tioned in our laft ; and he with the Lords Montjoy, 
Foley, Gower, Bathurft, were, againft deferring 
the Committing of the Bill to prevent Bribery and 
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Corruptions in Blections of Members of Parliament,
